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LORIMER UNFIT, 
SAYS ROOSEVELT 


And Ex-Governor Hask- 
ell Is Also Termed Unfit. 


The Colonel Says the Election 
of Lorimer and Haskell Was 
a Disgrace to the Communi- 
ties Which Named Them. 
Favors Popular Elections. 


Albuquerque, N. M., March 16.—Colo- 
nel Roosevelt paid his respects by 
name to Senator Lorimer, of Illinois, 
and former Governor Haskell, of Okla- 
homa, tonight. He denounced both as 
unfit to hold public office. Their elec- 
tion, he said, was a disgrace to the 
communities which elected them. 

The denunciation was made in the 
course of Colonel Roosevelt's address 
to an audience which crowded the 
opera house and ieft hundreds stand- 
ing outside. 

Turning to the duties which the citi- 
zens of New Mexico must takeup when 
the territory becomes a state, Colonel 
Roosevelt warned his hearers that 
while good laws are necessary, good 
citizenship must back them up. He 
said that unfit men had been elected 
to office both by popular and er. 
sentative vote. Such a man remained 
unfit for office, he said, whether he 
is unfit as Mr. Lorimer is unfit, who 
was elected by the legislature of Illi- 
nois, or as Mr. Haskell is unfit, who 
was elected by popular vote. 

He declared for direct election of 
United States senators. In this con- 
nection he said New York offered an. 
object lesson. 

“With direct election,” he _ said, 
“somebody would have. been. elected 
senator from that state.”

Report Is Current That Governor 
Brown Has Refused 
Prisoner Respite

HE HAS MAILED DECISION 
BUT 1S SILENT ABOUT IT 


Stripling’s Counsel to Urge the 


tans Sign Their Names to Pe-| 


tition Circulated Wednesday. 


Has Goyernor Brown declined to 
grant a respite to Thomas Edgar Strip- 
ling, now in jail at Columbus, ‘ who, 
through his counsel, Attorney T. T. Mil- 
ler, requested that he be allowed to 
remain in jail until his application for 
pardon can be heard by the prison 
commission? 

Although he declined 
statement regarding the matter, it was 
reported Wednesday afternoon that the 
governor had declined to take any ac- 
tion in the matter, and it was further 
reported that the governor had inform- 
ed Stripling’s counsel that any delay 
in beginning the service of the life 
sentence for murder, which Stripling 
evaded by escaping from the Harris 
county jail fourteen years ago, must 
be taken up with the prison commis- 
sion. 

Stripling’s request that he be allowed 
to remain in jail until his application 
for pardon can be heard, instead of im- 
mediately beginning the service of his 
sentence in the state penitentiary, was 
filed with the governor by Attorney 
Miller several days ago. 

Governor Is Silent. 

Tuesday afternoon Governor Brown 
mailed a letter to the attorney in which 
he informed the later of his decision. 
What the decision was the governor 
stated should come from Mr. Miller, 
and he declined to discuss it further. 

Tt was reported? from Oolumbus Wea- 
nesday night that Attorney Miller, late 
in the afternoon, notified Stripling that 
he had received no communication from 
the governor regarding his decision, 
but it was further reported that Mr. 
Miller had immediately left for Atlanta. 
Efforts to locate him at the local hotels 
failed. 

Whethe rthe governor's letter went 
astray or not is a matter for conjecture. 
It is certain that he wrote Attorney 
Miller Tuesday afternoon, and that in 
his communication he expressed him- 
self in the’ matter of granting a respite 
for Stripling. 

In the event that the governor has 
declined to take any action in the mat- 
ter it is very probable that Stripling’s 
counsel will make a formal request of 
the prison commission that Stripling’s 
application for a pardon be set for a 
hearing at an early date, and that he 
be allowed to remain in the jail at Co- 
lumbus until final action is taken. 

Hundreds Sign Petition. 

Hundreds of citizens of Atlanta and 
Fulton county will lend their influence 
to the concerted effort which is being 
made in many parts.of Georgia to se- 
cure a pardon for Thomas Edgar Strip- 
ling, former chief of police at Danville, 
Va.. who was brought back to this 
state recently to begin the service of 
a life sentence for murder which he 
committed in Harris county fourteen 
years ago, and from which he escaped 
by breaking out of jail. 

The circulation of a petition request- 
ing the commission and the governor 
to extend a pardon to Stripling was 
started in. Atlanta Wednesday after- 
noon, and before nightfall several 
pages of names had been signed to it. 

The petition was originated at the 
instance of Flynn Hargett, who form- 
erly lived in Harris county, who knew 
Stripling for many years before he 
killed W. J. Cornett, and who was 
present when he was being tried for 
the crime more than fourteen years 
axxo. 

Mr. Hargett is now living In Atlanta, 
but as he had other important business 
which demanded his attention Wednes- 
day, he turned the petition over to W. 
Cc .Munday, a member of the local bar, 
and it was circulated by him Wednes- 
day afternoon. Mr. Munday also knew 
Stripling before he became involved 
in the trouble which resulted in the 
killing of Cornett. 

Mr. Munday intends to devote prac- 
tically all his time for the next few 
days in the circulation of the petition 
and he is confident that he will have 
several thousand names signed to it 
before the time arrives for the com- 
mission to consider the application for 
Stripling’s pardon. 

Stripling'’s Health Wrecked. 


“If 1 go to the penitentiary I will 
be a dead man in thirty days,” says 
Stripling. “IT am almost a physical 
wreck, and have had constant medical 
attention since coming to Columbus.” 

Stripling'’s chapter of accidents is al- 
most as remarkable as the dramatic 
feature of his life which resulted in

$75,000 Structure to Go 
Up at Once.’ 


J. T. Crass Announces Plans 
for Elegant Fireproof Build- 
ing of 100. Rooms, Covering

A six-story hote™ as modern as any 
the south can b .st, is to be erected 
in the immediate future at the south- 
west corner of Houston street and Pry- 
or street.

Plans for the building have already 
been drawn by Haralson Bleckly, and 
the contract will probably be let. to- 
day. Work, it is expected, will be be- 
Sun not later than the first of next 
week and the hotel will be ready for 
occupancy not a day later than Octo- 
ber 1. It is planned to work both a 
night and day shift, if necessary, in 
order to complete the structure by 
this time. 

J. T. Crass, who last week bought 
this lot from the Progressive Realty 
Company, is to be the owner of the 
hotel: As to who will operate it, noth- 
ing definite is known at this time. but 
it is stated on excellent authority that 
a number of offers to lease the build. 
ing for a term of years have already 
been made to Mr. Crass. 

Small, but Elegant. 

The hotel will be a comparatively 
small one, containing only about 100 
rooms, but will make up.in equipment 
and elegance-.of finish what it lacks 
in size. There will be nothing -too 
good for the building, Mr. Crass states, 
and he expects to spare no expense to 
make it as good a hotel. as can be 
found not only in Atlanta, but the 
entire country. *There will be a bath 
with all but very few .of the rooms, 
while the most. modern elevator serv- 
ice, both freight and passenger, will 
be installed. 

The rooms will have outside expos- 
ures and all of them will me unusual- 
ly large and well lighted. Ample sam- 
ple rooms and other conveniences to 
be found in the largest and most mod- 
ern hostelries will find place in the 
building.

BY THE MEXICAN AUTHORITIES 

El Paso, Texas, March 15.—Assur- 
ances of safety of all Americans now 
confined in Mexican prisons is given in 
an official statement issued at Juares 
tonight. 

Americans now prisoners will be 
given trials in the civil courts on 
charges of sedition against the Mexi- 
can government, but hereafter all in- 
surrectos, whether citizens of the 
United States or not, may be subject 
to the death penalty under summary 
military proceedure.

At a joint meeting of the bond com-

proper. 

Mr. Dady’s bid was $192,577, but since 
the bond issue did not provide that 
large a sum for the construction of 
the plant the committee was compelled 
to reduce the size of the filtering bed 
from 2% to 2 acres, thus reducing Mr. 
Dady’s bid to $171,818. 

Under the specifications the commit- 
tee had the authority to reduce the 
sise of the filtering bed and thus re- 
duce the bid for its construction. Chair- 
man F. A. Quillian, of the bond commis- 
sion, stated that it was the opinion of 
the committee that two acres will be 
sufficient size for the filtering bed for 
present needs, and it was feared that 
at its contemplated size of 2% acres 
no smaller bid than that offered by 
Mr. Dady could be secured. 

The Noll Construction Company, of 
Chattanooga, was awarded the contract 
for the intercepting sewer. The bid of 
this company for the long section was 
$36,634 for plain concrete, and for the 
short section $28,629 for plain concrete. 

The committee decided to have the 
three aqueducts constructed of concrete 
and accepted the following bids for the 
work: For the DuBose aqueduct, Nich- 
ols Construction Company, $7,170; for 
the Collier aqueduct, Mackle-Crawford, 
Company, $7,400; for the Parker aque- 
duct, Dysard Construction Company, 
$5,400.

Eugene V. Debs Ad- 
dresses Big Crowd 


at Auditorium, 


In a speech that aroused unbounded 
enthusiasm in the thousand people who 
were at the Auditorlum-Armory last 
night, Bugene V. Debs, the most prom- 
inent Socialist in the world, explained 
in detail the vast gains of socialism 
in the last few years, and the hopes 
and aims of the soctalist party in the 
future, detailing many of the funda- 
mentals of the party, and telling of 
their beliefs. 

Mr. Debs, who has twice been the 
presidential nominee of the socialists, 
was introduced by George D. Brewer, 
his manager, who told of the present 
standing of the socialist party in poli- 
tics, and of the vast advantages it of- 
fers to the workingman. He also spoke 
of the good it has done in the cities 
where it has become a dominant fac- 
tor, of the advantages wrought 


through its principles, and of the leg- 
islation to be passed by its efforts. 

Mr. Debs said in substance: ? 

“At the center of the great revolu- 
tionary movement of today stands the 
socialist party organization. 
and about this center there revolves 
that larger, indefinite thing we call the 
socialist movement. Beyond that there 
is a dim, nebulous something called 
radicalism, that comes and goes, some- 
times on one side, sometimes on the 
other, seldom itself conscious of its 
position. Without this central organ- 
ization the remainder would be as 
cloudlike as are its outer limits at 
present. There would be no socialist 
ticket to vote did there not exist this 
party organization to maintain the 
political machinery. There would be 
little socialist literature to read were 
it not for this organized body, that es- 
tablishes papers, circulates pamphlets, 
distributes books and maintains educa- 
tional centers. It is this central heart 
of the movement that formulates inco- 
herent rebellion into intelligent revolu- 
tionary activity. By its discipline and 
its educational work the wheat is sift- 
ed from the chaff, and a clear, coherent 
set of principles is evolved. 

“While this organization performs 
the work of a political machine, it is 
the antithesis of al] other political ma- 
chines. Its boss is its membership, its 
spoils the converts made to socialism. 
its campaign fund is drawn from the 
pockets of those who do the work. No 
man or paper, no clique of officehold- 
ers or wang of sluggers can dominate 
the socialist party organization, be- 
cause its democracy is not in name but 
in action. 

“It is not an independence league, 
financed and directed by a single am- 
bitious individual. It is not a secret. 
boss-ridden body, as are the central 
councils of other parties. It is clean, 
open, frank, democratic, to accord with 
the principles it professes. Every local 
and branch is an educational center 
where members fmeet, exchange ideas, 
discuss politics, listen to lectures and 
plan campaigns of agitation, education

Unless executive clemency is extend- 
ed him, J. C. Hunter, of Savannah, wil!

In a decision handed down Wednes- 
day the supreme court holds that 
Judge Chariton made no error in his 
Charge to the jury, as was alleged in 
the appeal taken by the convicted: man, 
and the verdict of guilty stands af- 
firmed. 

The crime for which Hunter was 
convicted was one of the most gtro- 
clous fn the history of the state. Hun- 
ter’s wife, a Mrs. Ohlander and a Mrs. 
Gribble were killed with an ax in the 
home of Mrs. Gribble.

Emmet Walker's acquittal came 
about as the failure of Conductor Bry- 
son to identify him as one of the men, 
probably because Walker was taking 
care of the motorman Instead of 
Walker, Conductor Bryson @hought Ju- 
lian was in the party.

City to Submit Question 
to Board. 


Council Agrees to Pay for the 
Intercepting Sewers if County 
Will Lay Them From the 
Trunk Sewer Termini On 
Out. 


Following the adoption of . reso- 
lution introduced in council at the last 
meeting by Councilman Evins and 
Councilman Chambers, the board of 
commissioners, at the next 
meeting will have submitted to it a 
proposition to extend the trunk sew- 
ers provided for in the bond issue to 
points beyond the city limits. 

Under the present plan the trunk 
sewers will not be extended to the 
city limits, but will stop approximate- 
ly a mile inside, it having been con- 
templated to use Antercepting sewers 
which are considerably smaller than 
the trunk sewers, from the termini! 
of the latter to the disposal plants. The 
trunk sewers are from § to 15 feet. 
while the intercepting sewers are about 
4 feet in size.

The proposed ordinance is to apply 
only during the warm months. The 
Atlanta Woman's Club at its last reg- 
ular meeting heartily indorsed the 
rovement. 

The ordinance requires that all meat 
markets, restaurants, stores, depots, 
and other places of business whe® 
food are offered for sale, shall be thor- 
oughly screened so as to prevent the 
ingress and egress ‘of flies; that all 
bakers be required to wrap each loaf 
Pof bread separately prior to delivery, 
and that no articles.of food of any 
kind shall be displayed outside of any 
store, bakery, restaurant and similar 
places. 

The penalty for the violation of the 
ordinance is placed at $100 or a sen- 
tence to work on the public works for 
not more than 30 days.

Government Chemist 
Says the Syrup Con- 
tains Caffeine. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., March 15.—In 
the hearing of the case of the United 
States against a certain number of 
barrels and kegs of Coca Cola in the 
federal court here today, some of the 
most interesting testimony yet 
brought out was given by Dr. Lyman 
F. Kebler, chief of the drug depart- 
ment of the bureau of chemistry, 
Washington, D. C. Dr. Kebler is the 
chemist who made the test of Coca 
Cola and today he testified that Coda 
Cola contains caffeine, declaring that 
to each eight-ounce glass there was 
one and one-fourth grains of caffeine, 
which, he says, is poison. 

Dr. Kebler cited many eminent sau- 
thorities in proof of his statement 
that caffeine is a poison and gave a 
number of deaths reported as being 
caused by its use. One of these writ- 
ers had reported a case /where four 
and one-half grains of the drug had 
produced death, and declared that 
about three glasses of Coca-Cola con- 
tained this amount of caffeine He 
also testified to the alleged unsani- 
tary condition of the Coca-Cola plant 
in Atlanta. 

Allege that Drink Is Misbranded. 

Dr. Morgan, of the bureau of chem- 
istry, Washington,, and Dr. H. C. Ful- 
ler, his assistant, were recalled to 
tell of their experiments with caf- 
feine and rabbits. 
| Dr. Rusby, who was recalled to the 
Stand by the government. testified 
along the line of the name of the 
'drink Coca-Cola and stated that no 
other product bore the name of either 
“coca” or “kola.”’ 

Government chemists stated that 
Coca-Cola contained neither coca nor

red in the hands of pro .inent bull 
rokers on the dips, and the market 
soon firmed up with early sellers cov- 
ering, probably !n disappointment that 
the talk of a bearish census report 
next-Monday was not bringing more 
long cotton on the market. July led 
the advance with some of the promi- 
nent bulls buying that position against 
sales of May as they did yesterday, 
and while there was no change in 
weather news October contracts moved 
upward about in keeping with the old 
crop months. After showing the net 
edvance of from 8 to 12 points, offer- 
ings became a little heavier following 
a withdrawal of bull support, and the 
market during the afternoon sold off 
with May declining to 14.42 or 5 points 
under the closing figures of last night. 
In the last few minutes, covering im- 
parted a steadier tone to prices, and 
the close was a few points up from 
active positions.

ances of God, Dr. Morgan said that 
He had not shown himself essentially 
but under some form. ‘I have no 
doubt that these were the appear- 
ances of the Son before His appear- 
ance in the flesh,” he said. 

Dr. Morgan called attention to 
verses in the text that told of the 
hospitality which Abraham shared 
with God on this, the occasion of His 
sixth visit to Abraham. 

Abraham’s Hospitality. 

“Abraham offered Jehovah drink, a 
morsel of bread and the shelter of 
hig tent, amd Jehovah, although He 
needs nothing , material, was willing 
to accept them because of Abraham's 
great faith and love,’’ said Dr. Mor- 
gan. “There is notning shocking in 
this interpretation of the passage, 
and the text allows no other way of 
considering it. 

“The privilege of the friendship of 
God today is that we can set our ta- 
ble for Him in our homes and enter- 
tain Him. 

“The place for the worship of God 
is in the home.” 

In return for Abraham's entertain- 
ment, said Dr. Morgan, God made 
Abraham his confidant. He sent the 
two angels who had accompanied 
Him away, and then unfolded to Abra- 
ham his plans for the future. This 
was. because of Abraham's faith, he 
said, and in return for a similar faith 
in God we today may in a way be- 
come His confidants. 

Dr. Joseph Kemp, of Scotland, open- 
ed the Tabernacle Bible Conference 
Wednesday morning with an address 
on “The Attitude Asa Takes.to the 
Law in the Face of Tremendous Dif- 
ficulties.” He applied the conditions 
of Asa’s time and his resources to the 
present age. 

“A few millions at most are all that 
go to make up the visible church,” he 
said, “but even with these, God help- 
ing us, we can evangelize the world. 
Our attitude should be like that of 
Saint Theresa, who, when she con- 
templated beginning the building of 
a hospital with only three cents, was 
scoffed at by her friends. ‘Saint Ther- 
esa and three cents,’ she said, ‘can ac- 
complish nothing; but Saint Theresa 
and God can accomplish everything.’ ” 

Lectures on the Prophets. 

Dr. Camden M. Coburn continued his 
lectures on the prophets at the 10 
o’clock hour, taking the life of Amos 
for his special subject. 

“Phophesy,” he said, “is not the same 
as prediction. A prophet is not gifted 
with foresight necessarily, but insight. 
He is also a preacher. Voltaire said 
that preachers might plant the dead 
roots of the Bible again, but that they 
would not grow. Yet Voltaire died, 
and the Word still lives.” 

Dr. Coburn said that Amos taught 
the world a new thought about God, 
a new teaching about the relation of 
God to the nations. The Jews were 
not a chosen people in the sense that 
God was partial to them, but they were 
selected for a certain task. 

Dr. Morgan, at 11 o'clock, preached 
on “The Teaching of Christ About the 
Spirit.” Although there is an ab- 
sence of any systematic teaching on 
this subject, Christ gave an apt de- 
scription of the Spirit in His conver- 
sation with Nicodemus, using the 
symbol of the wind. 

A sailor was asked if he knew 
philosophy of the wind. “No,” he 
plied, “but I know how to hoist 
sails.” 

“Learn to hoist your 
Spirit whether you understand 
not,” said Dr. Morgan. 

“In connection with His pastoral dis- 
courses, Jesus gives His teachings on 
the Holy Spirit to His disciples only, 
even Judas was excluded before He 
said anything about the Spirit. His 
teachings on that subject were for His 
chosen ones alone,’ concluded the 
speaker.

Lectures on Rible. 

Dr. Morgan concluded his lectures on 
the study of the Bible in the afternoon, 
taking as his special topic the method 
that should be pursued by those who 
teach Bible classes. Among the audi- 
ence were many Sunday school super- 


‘intendents and ministers from churches 


of all denominations, 

There is no flowery path to a knowl- 
edge of the Book, declared the speak- 
er. and a thorough understanding can 
only be obtained through the greatest 
application. However, those who have 
but little time to give to this study 
can, by the use of their utmost ability, 
obtain an insight into the meaning of 
the Bible that will amaze them. 

“The second word indicating the 
true method of. preparation is the 
word ‘live.’ If it be true that the 
Bible never yields itself to indolence, 
it is equally true that it never yields 
itself to disobedience; and also that 
it does yield up its secrets growingly 
to honest obedience.” 

Persistence and Patience. 

The ultimate purpose of Bible teacn- 
ing, he continued, is not to illumine 
the intellect, nor to move the emotions, 
but to bring the lives of the students 
into the right relationship with eternal 
things. To bring about this. result, 
persistence and patience are neces- 
Sary. 

“Our business,’ he said, “is to state 
the truth in the simplest way, but 
never to shrink from communicating 
what appears to us as a profound 
truth, because we imagine that those 
whom we teach are not able to com- 
prehend it» Before a mixed congrega- 
tion the teacher should gauge the menb- 
tal capacity of his audience, not as 
to the truth but as to the method by 
which he imparts the truth. 

“I repeat that in order to ¢each the 
Bible in the life of our church we need 
to capture the existing organizations. 
If I could have my way, I would make 
it a rule that the week-night service 
should everywhere be turned into a 
Bible school, where the Bible is taught 
persistently, patiently and consecu- 
tively. Let me close this brief series 
oy declaring that Bible teaching is 
the supreme work of the Christiaan 
ministry ang of the Sunday = school 
teacher. Let Christian ministers and 
teachers devote themselves to this 
work, and the result wt!l be the Bible 
known and lived by the church of 
God; and that will mean purity and 
compassion, living and active, m the 
affairs of men.”
